John Gardiner, twice winner of the Vic- 
torlan Rothmans Medal, has resigned as 


coach of Essendon Croatia. 

Gardiner quit after a sub-committee representing the club 
administration called on him to discuss complaints from players 
and officials made about him in his role as coach. 

Croatia spokesman Fred Burin said the club couldn't allow 
the growing dissatisfaction about Gardiner to continue. 

“We had to sort out the problems,” he said, “because tem- 
porary success is not as important as the harmony of the team. 
We approached Gardiner, but he walked out.” 

Gardiner said the conflict started when the club began to tell 
him what ui do. 

“The committee and | did not see eye to eye,” asid Gardiner. 
He told the club that If he was still required as a player then 
Croatia should contact him. 

Croatia and Gardiner have had a topsy-turvy relationship. He 
Joined the club when it was known as Lions, in 1976, but 
transferred to South Melbourne Hellas early in 1977. At the start 
of this season he transferred back to the club and was ap- 
pointed player/coach. 

It's believed that one sore spot between Gardiner and the 
club was the signing\ of new goalkeeper Vjekoslav (“Yakka”) 
Banovic from Adelaide Croatia. Gardiner was hopeful of secur- 
ing the services of his old George Cross team mate Lou Kasner. 

Until_a néw coach is appointed, Billy McArthur, who coaches 
the club’s reserve and under 19 teams, and assistant coach 
Duje Zemunkk, who look after the first team.

“| didn't think it would be 
that hard to make Arsenal's 
senior side,” he confessed. 

Kosmina arrived back in 
Australia three weeks ago 
after spending three months 
trying to “make it or break it” 
with the Gunners. 

He played 13 games for the 
Arsenal reserves where he 
netted four times and 
managed to make it to the 
substitutes bench for the 
senior’s last match against 
Derby. 

"| thought | would get a 
chance but | was disap- 
pointed when | didn't,” said 
Kosmina.

4954 — In Switzerland, hopping 
from town to town, to cover the 
camps of the World Cup finalists, 
my photographer at my heels 
clicking away. This modest young 
Brazilian, who knew his subject 
well was less learned in the 
German language, remained sitent 
until we emerged from Berne 
rallway station onto the 
Bahnhofplatz. At that point, he 
could keep it in no longer: “The 
Bahnhof firm must be a pretty big 
concern — maybe even bigger 
than General Motors. Look they 
have branches everywhere — 
Pharmacie Bahnhof, Cafe 
Bahnhof, Bahnhof shoe shop, 
everything. Here, they even have 
their own square!” 

1958 — People stilt do not 
believe it, but itis true. it was on the 
eve of the Brazil v. France World 
Cup semi-tinal in Sweden and it 
was the last opportunity for jour- 
nalists to visit the Brazilian camp in 
a hotel near Rasunda. There | met 
my friend Garrincha, the immortal 

_ right-winger, a man without nerves 
who could not care less before a 
match who his opponent was or 
what was a stake. Suddenly he 
asked me if | could give him some 
“inside information”. “Hey, tell me 
something. | hear | (he always used 
the first person singular) have to 
play the French tomorrow, but 
what happens then?” 

1 could hardly belleve he was 
seriaus but | answered anyway- 
“Well, if you win, you play the final 

ame against the winner of the 
Sheden v. Germany match.” 


"Oh, | see. Then what?” 


“What do you mean ‘then what’? 
If you win again, you are world 
champion.” 


“Oh, | see”, he said, not entirely 
convinced. “You mean there are no 
return matches in this thing.?" 


1962 — The final was over. 
Brazil had just won the Jules Rimet 
cup for the second time by outclas- 
sing Czechoslovakia. There was no 
sadness in the Czech cabin. Their 
coach told journalists they could 
never beat an opponent who had 
Santos, Didi, Garrincha and 

After most psople, in- 
cluding the coach, had left, a 
young desperate reporter from a 
small paper rushed in and ap- 
parently mistook me for the Czech 
coach, “What did you think of the 
game?" he asked. 


Knowing the coach had left and 
‘how important it probably was to 
the young man to get his interview, 
| repeated verbatim what the coach 
had told me. I've never seen 
anyone so happy as that young 
reporter. After all, he never 
bothered to ask me if | was the 
coach and | never sald | was. 


1966 — The biggest sensation in 
footbali history — North Korea 
knocked outltaly in the World Cup 
quarter finals. After the match, the 
journalists rushed to the Korean 
headquarters to talk to the coach 
After waiting for more than an 
hour, a good-looking, young — 
and extremely robust — lady ap- 
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peared and she said she was ready 
for the Interview. As we gapad, she 
said: “lam the only sole represen- 
tative of the Korean delegation, so! 
am the one who shall speak to 
you.” 

There was nothing to do but ask 
her for the secret of the Korean vic- 
tory. 

“What do you mean secret? We 
have no secrets. We play better 
football than anybody, with the 
possible exception of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


“We are going to beat Portugal 
and everybody and play in the final 
against the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, the only team 
that can match us, to decide who is 
the greatest in the world.” 


We asked what tactics, strategy, 
training methods the Koreans 
would ust. 


“No tactics, no strategy, no 
methods. We just win. Thank you 
gentlemen. | finished.” 


1970 — Mexico, Brazil has won 
its third cup. Tota! delirium in the 
stadium. Tens of thousands of fans 
swarm across the pitch to get near 
Pele and other Brazilian heroes. 
The defeated Italian players walk 
slowly down the tunnel to the dres- 
Sing rooms. Moments later, a huge 
crowd pours Into the tunnel, follow- 
ing the great Pele. | see two 
“edecanas” {Mexican girl hostes- 
ses) dive for cover into a iittle 
room. They certainly got a shock. 
The room was for antl doping 
checks and there, stark n: fe 
stood italian stars Albertozzi, 
Rivera and Boninsegna. No 
shades, no furniture, nowhere to 
turn. 


1974 — The world cup in Ger- 
many is coming to Its climax with 
the Netherlands v. Brazil semi-final 
in Hanover. As Hf there was not 
enough tension, it was learned that 
the United States Secretary of 
State, Henry Kissinger, would at- 
tend, with tight security around the 
Stadium and especially around the 
part of the grandstand where he 
was to sit with German Foreign 
Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher. 


More than an hour before kick- 
off, | was snooping around to see 
how | could watch the two great 
men during the matchiand perhaps 
get a bit of extra “cofour” for my 
report. | took a seat directly behind 
the plush armchairs for the 
ministers and lit a cigarette. 
Evenutally, some German security 
man appeared, examined oe 
seat in the area and evacuated 
everyone. Except me. With my 
Scotland-Yard trench coat, they 
must have taken me for an 
American security man and left me 
smoking happily. Plain-clothes 
American security officers even 
greeted me with a desp-throated, 
American “Hello”. So 1\got so sit 
behind Henry and Hans-Dietrich 
for the whole match and appeared 
on all the TV receivers in the world. 
Except, unfortunately for me and 
my editors, the two hardly ex- 
changed one word during the 
whole 90 minutes.

Helistroem is a_ brilliant 
keeper. He Is technically very 
good, as opposed to 
Tomaszewski, who often uses 
an outstretched leg or his 
body to stop the ball from 
entering the net, 
Tomaszewski’s unorthodox 
style, even though effective, 
earned him the title ‘the 
clown’ from Brian Clough 
(now manager of Nottingham 
Forrest) after he’d helped 
Poland hold England to a 1-1 
draw at Wembley in 1973. The 
draw ensured that Poland 
qualified for the '74 finals. 


At right back is Bertl Vogts 
of West Germany.

Beckenbauer ‘is never 
ruffled on the field. He directs 
play, and is capable of putting 
the ball onto a team mate’s 
foot from up to 40 metres 
away. 


He will often join in an 
attack, and formed a deadly 
partnership with Gerd ‘Der 
Bomber’ Muller, with whom 
he played at Bayern Munich 
and in the West German 
national team. Beckenbauer 
would run downfield with the 
ball and play a succession of 
1-2s with Mueller on the edge 
of the penalty area. These 
moves would often end with 
the ball in the back of the net. 


At centre back is the solid, 
dependable Perelra. 


The Brazilian can also be 
very creative, and has typical 
South American ball skills. 


At left back is another 
Francisco Marinho of Brazil. 
His blond hair makes him 
stand out from other players, 
as does his many attacking 
runs from the back line. 


The midfield trio Is Johann 
Neeskens, Cruyff and Deyna. 


Cruyff, like Beckenbauer 
could control a game. He 
could slow the game down 
with ease, then burst through 
a defence in a split second, 
using incredible pace. 


He had an endless array of 
tricks, a very powerful shot 
and near-perfect distribution. 
He was a superstar. 


Fellow Dutchman 
Neeskens, although not in the 
same class as Cruyff, has 
special qualities of his own. 
Apart from being a strong 
tackler, he has a powerful 
shot and likes to attack. 


Deyna of Poland completes 
the trio. He's supremely fit 
and was the general of his 
nation's side, which emerged 
as a new power in 
international soccer during 
the '74 finals. 


Grzegor Lalto was the 
outstanding winger of the 
finals. His raids down the 
flanks brought Poland many 
goals. He’s fast and skilful, 
and can cut in a shoot as well 
as take the ball down the line 
and send over pin-point 
crosses. 


In the middle of the forward 
line is Mueller he doesn't do 
much apart from score goals 
But excels in this trade. He 
can score from half chances, 
and has the knack of bejng in 
the right place at the right 
time. He is a brilliant, skilful 
player. 


The other forward is Robert 
Gadocha. The Polish winger 
was rated below Lato, but can 
be just as lethal. 


All in, this ‘World’ team 
would be worth at least 
15,000,000 on the transfer 
market.

Jean-Pierre Clerc, a cor- 
respondent for “Le Monde” of 
Paris, was detained at the In- 
ternational alrport, 
reconstructed for the World 
Cup, as he left here two 
weeks ago, and security of- 
ficials photographed his 
notes and documents before 
allowing him to leave. 


Just over a week ago, 
security personnel arrested 
Antonio Solla, one of the two 
presidents of the Argentine 
League for Human Rights, an 
organisation backed by the 
Communist Party that has 
been active In providing infor- 
mation on people arrested for 
political reasons, or who are 
missing. 


These actions by 
authorities Indicate a desire 
to repress any overt 
demonstrations of discontent 
by Her of more ae 
2000 people reported miss- 
Ing after being arrested, and 
many thousands more who 
are In prisons. 


But except for the airport,

Most tickets have been 
sold in combinations, involv- 
Ing games in one of the four 
quarter final groups, or for the 
opening and the semi-final 
and final.

The championship will be 
at six stadiums with a total 
capacity of 300,000 seats for 
games in five cities. 


Two stadiums, River Plate 
and Velez Sarsfield, are the 
major sports stadiums in this 
capital. The main stadium In 
Rosario, Argentina’s second 
city, about 250 miles {400 
kms) north west of here, is 
another venue. New stadiums 
have been built at Mar Del 
Piata, a resort city on the 
Atlantic; at Cordoba, in 
Argentina's fertile heartland, 
and at Mendoza, in the An- 
dean foothills. 


All the games will be 
televised locally, with closed- 
circuit In color being shown at 
theatres and covered arenas 
on large screen for paying 
audiences. Local television 
will be black and white. But 
the games will be sent abroad 
by satellite in color. 


There has been con- 
troversy here over the ex- 
pense of staging the cham- 
pionship. Argentina has one 
of the world’s most severe in- 
flations. 


Prices have risen 45 per- 
cent this year, and despite 
government efforts to hold 
down public spending, the 
cost of living has reduced the 
real income of working peo- 
ple to a monthly level of less 
than 200 U.S. dollars (178 
Aust.). 


Treasury secretary, Juan 
Aleman stirred up a storm, 
however, when he said the 
800 million U.S. dollars (712 
million Aust) spent in all 
aspects of preparing for the 
championship, including new 
telecommunications systems, 
stadiums, and urban works, 
was unjustified at this stage of 
Argentina's economic life.

Rivelino, 
who first shot to prominence in the 1970 World Cup-winning team. when he played as a deep-lying 
outside left, is the man for whom the Brazillans claim a world record 109 international ap- 
pearances. He is also the man who claims the world’s fastest goal — scored in three seconds ine 
league match with a shot from the halfway line while the opposing goalkeeper was saying his usual 
pre-match prayer! He joined Fluminense for $1 million from Corinthians of Sao Paolo after the dis- 
appointing 1974 tournament in West Germany. Rivelino is 32.

The Australlan Soccer Federation's quest to find a worid- 
class coach has been given a boost by the announcement that 
an unnamed company is prepared to sponsor the coach to the 
tune of $200,000. 

This was disclosed in Buenos Aires, Argentina, by ASF presi- 
dent Sir Arthur George and secretary Brian le Febre, who are 
trying to recruit a coach at the World Cup finals. 

The $200,000 deal would run for five years, meaning that the 
sponsorship would give the coach an Income of $40,000 a year. 


However, the company stipulated that a well-known, world-wide 
personality must be found. To entice such a man, the ASF would 
probably have to put up some of its own money, boosting the 
annual income for the national coaching Job to around $60,000. 
However, this Is still peanuts compared with the hundreds of 
thousands offered by the Arab_nations.

LOS ANGELES, — The-King has ab- 
dicated but soccer has not relaxed its grip 
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on its new American audience. 


When Pele played his last 
game for the Cosmos last 
year, critics predicted soccer 
would disintegrage. 


But the Cosmos are stil! 
drawing 40,000 crowds in 
New York, and Minnesota 
regularly plays in front of 
30,000 fans at home. 


The early season demise of 
the Los Angeles Aztecs has 
reduced their support to a 
home gate average of 8,000 
while neighbours California 
Surf played in front of 16,000 
fans last week. 


The 24-team North 
American Soccer League |s a 
complex set-up. 


There are two divisions — 
the National Conference and 
the American Conference. 


Both divisions have three 
groups — Central, Eastern 
and Western. 


Each team plays 30 games, 
which includes playing their 
own group opponents twice 
and playing teams in the other 
groups, some twice and 
others once. 


The top two teams from the 
six groups meet in the play- 
offs with the NASL Final being 
played in New Jersey on 
August 27. : 


The points system is also 
unique. 


Each winning team is 
awarded six points and one 
point for each goal up to a 
maximum of three goals. 


This means that a winning 
team which scores three 
goals or more can earn a 
maximum of nine points. 


Losing teams are also 
awarded points for goals. 


There are no draws in 
American soccer. If the match 
is level after normal time two 
7% minute periods of extra 
time are played. 


The matcn ends as soon as 
a goal is scored — even if itis 
in the first minute of extra 
time. 


And if the scores are still 
level, each side takes five 
shoot-outs, which is a 
modified version of the 
penalty kick. 


Americans have a 
penchant for statistics and 
they are having a ball with 
soccer (no pun intended). 


Did you know Oakland and 
National team goalkeeper 
Shep Messing has a goals 
against record of .923 per 
game this season? 


Messing, a _ full-blooded 
American, is the pin up boy 
here. 


Apart from posing nude for 
@aocentre fold in Viva 
magazine, he jis also makinga 
few dollars on the side with 
TV commercials. 


Messing's most popular 
commercial is an anti- 
smoking ead and he tells 
milltons of Americans: “I 
don’t smoke, | don't chew 
(tobacco) and | don’t go with 
girle who do.” 


Americans also place great ~ 


emphasis on shut-outs which 
simply means that a 


goalkeeper keeps the oppos- 
ing team scoreless. 


And if you're wondering 
what an assist is, that’s simple 
too. 


It's a pass from which a 
team mate scores. 


At the end of the season the 
player with the most goals 
and assists is recognised as 
the league’s top scorer. 


Each goal is worth two 
points and an assist earns a 
player one point. 


But what is the standard 
like, you ask. 


Surprisingly good. I've 
been to four games and they 
were certainly entertaining. 


California Surf_ striker 
Manuel Cuenca, a Spaniard, 
is a class ball player who 
would give Rale Rasic’s robot 
Marconi, defence a few things 
to think about while his 
American team mate Al Trost 
is considered the best player 
American soccer has 
produced. 

The significant feature of 
American soccer is that they 
like shooting. 

Trost has scored three 
goals in the past fortnight and 
two of them were 30-metre 
thunderbalts. 

There are some players, 
not in the Franz 
Beckenabauer or Giorgio 
Chinaglia class, who could 
walk Into the current Marconi 
team, but on the other hand 
American soccer could do 
with a Johnny Perin or a 
Martyn Crook. . 

Both players, like a sprinkl- 
ing of other PSL players, 
would have no trouble making 
the grade here. 

Indeed they could easily 
become overnight stars. 


But with the American 
season clashing head-on with 
the PSL it's unlikely there will 
be a defection of out top 
players chasing American 
dollars. 


At the moment two former 
Australian league players are 
playing here. 

Adrian Alston is of course 
with the Tampa Bay Rowdies, 
although he is currently in- 
jured, and former Lion and 
South Australian midfielder 
Alan Sproates, is playing for 
the Los Angeles Sky Hawks in 
the inferior American League. 

Aithough the league con- 
tains teams from across the 
country, it is recognised here 
as a type of State League. 

Sproates shot the Sky 
Hawks to the top of their divi- 
sion after he scored the only 

of the match against 
Callfornia Sunshine last 
week. 

The NASL recelves ex- 
cellent coverage on TV, radio 
and in the press. 

Channel 9 In Los Angeles 
has the exclusive rights on all 
of the California Surf's away 
games which are shown live 
here. 

The Aztec’s away games 
are shown exclusively by 
Channel 11. 

There is no coverage of 
home games. 

Unlike in Australia, the 
coverage of games Is strictly 
between the owners of the 
clubs and the TV stations. 

Home games are broad- 
cast every week on radio.
